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Reasons For Allowance 



1 . Claims 1 -6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a specific circuit arrangement for improvement of high pressure discharge lamp 
equipped with input terminals for connection to the poles of a supply voltage source and a DC- 
DC-converter coupled to the input terminals, wherein the DC-DC converter and comprises an 
inductive element LI, a unidirectional element Dl, a switching element SI, output terminals, a 
first control circuit coupled to a control electrode of the switching element generating a control 
signal for rendering the switching element SI alternately conductive and for non-conductive, a 
second control circuit, coupled with the first control circuit for controlling the level of an output 
voltage of the DC-DC converter that is present between the output terminals, a DC-AC-converter 
coupled to the output terminals and equipped with lamp connection terminals for generating an 
AC lamp current out of the output voltage, so that the second control circuit is further equipped 
with a state control circuit for changing the level at which the output voltage is controlled from a 
first level associated with the starting of the high pressure discharge lamp to a second level 
associated with the stationary operation of the discharge lamp as required in claim 1 . 

3. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants' 
disclosure. None of recorded prior arts stands alone or combination with others discloses all 
limitation required in claim invention.
